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SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Sixth Annual Convention of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association assembled in the Opera 
House in the city of Winston-Salem, on Wednesday, 
August 29th, 1894. 


MORNING SESSION. 


President Green-called the Convention to order at 10 
o'clock A. M., and requested Bishop Edward Rondthaler, 
pastor of the Moravian Church, to open the Convention 
with prayer. 

Bishop Rondthaler delivered the following eloquent 


prayer. 


Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, we bless Thee for Thy 
good care over us, and thank Thee that Thou dost give us, as 
intelligent creatures, the power, in many respects, of taking care 
of ourselves, and preserving ourselves from danger. We are 
dependent entirely upon Thee, our Father, but we bless Thee that 
Thou hast given us hands and feet, whereby to care for ourselves. 


We thank Thee for the progress which Thou hast given to this 


firemen’s art and firemen’s work. We bless Thee for the develop- 


ment which has come, far beyond anything that our fathers could 
have expected. We bless Thee for the improved apparatus of this 
work throughout our land, and throughout our State, and we 
thank Thee that we are able at this time to make so favorable an 
exhibit of our Fire Departments. And now we pray that Thou 
wouldst bless this Association, and all the friends who have come 
from other parts of the country, Bless Thy servant, the President, 
and be with him 4nd with his followers, and with all others who 
shall be gathered in these days. May their business be under Thy 
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divine direction while they stay with us, as worthy guests in our 
city, and may there be a furtherance of the firemen’s cause for the 
safety of life and property. 

Do Thou bless these noble men. Do Thou, Oh, Lord, be with 
them in all their exercises; may no accident of any kind befall 
them, and, if it please Thee, may those who remain be greatly © 
encouraged in their work; and may they all likewise receive 
strength for the task which they have committed to themselves, 
and as they go forth, by day and by night, these noble men, 
engaged in saving life and saving property, may they consider the 
saving of their own souls from an eternal destruction. Oh, Lord, 
may we with them, and they with us, grow in all manliness of the 
Christian life, living in such a way that God, who sees all things, 
may be pleased with our acts, our thoughts and-our words. And 
after every duty here has been responded to, after we have been _ 
prompt and faithful, dear Lord, in all our work here below, do 
Thou receive us, through grace, Oh Father, into that heavenly 
home where no fire call may be heard, where no difficult duty will 
ever have to be performed, when our service here below is over, 
receive us into that happy home of joy and peace, and so with 
united heart and voice, may we say: 

Our Father, who art in heaven, hallowed be Thy names Thy 
kingdom come, Thy will be done in earth as it is in heaven. Give 
us this day our daily bread, and forgive us our trespasses, as we 
forgive them that trespass against us. And lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil, for Thine is the kingdom and 
the power and the glory, for ever and ever. Amen. 


Mr. W. A. Blair arose and introduced Mr. E. E. Gray, 7 ih 
Mayor of the city of Winston, who made the following 
address of welcome: 


Mr. President Gentlemen of the Convention, Ladies ana ee 


Gentlemen. 

Great and gallant and useful men are welcomed everywhere and 
we do most heartily welcome you and your Convention to the city 
of Winston-Salem. We recognize fully that your services are. 
arduous, and we are mindful of the regard in which you are held, 


and we would speak the words of welcome that come gladly to the a 


lips of those who behold with pride and joy the work of those who 
have stood the test of fire. 
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The clang of the fire bell clashing upon the air, the wild rush 
of the running horses, the heavy tumbling of the engines and hose 


- trucks, the swift assembling of all the forces combined against the 


foe, to you, men engaged in this constant and unending warfare, 
the gates of the city are thrown wide open. 

The young men and young maidens sing your praises; the small 

boys forget their goats and bicycles; the small girls, their dolls 
and doll dresses, and every one looks with kindly admiration upon 
you. ; 
‘The model firemen is always the sober and admirable citizen. 
With his hose on his shoulder, he is as ‘‘cool as a cucumber in a 
Spring-house trough;” his eye is alert, his nerve is firm and his 
hands are ready and willing to perform whatever his brave heart 
tells him to do. 

He sees the pathetic side of life, when the tears are falling at the 
burning of the old homestead, from whose roof the children and 
grand-children have gone to battle with the world. He sees the 
provoking side, when he arrives at the scene and is told that it is 
only a chimney which has burned out. He encounters another 
feeling when he is aroused on a cold winter night, and runs a 
quarter or half a mile, and is told by a colored boy that the alarm 
had been rung in by a colored gentleman, ‘“‘who said that if the 
engine might come over there, it might warm him up.” 

The fire losses of the United States are about two million dollars 
per annum. 

The-fire king is an enemy in ambush; he sends no messenger 
before him, thus he gives no warning of his approach, You do 
well to organize in a State Convention for the purpose of uniting 


yourselves inyour work. The manifest purpose of your Convention 
is to consider the best methods of instruction and improvement, 


by which these benefits may be successfully considered. 
We welcome, you, men of Greensboro, because we remember 


. how, a year or so ago, we sent you a bidding by wire, and we 


remember how you placed your engine upon the train, and, as fast 

as steam would bring you, responded like a good neighbor to that 

message. 

We welcome you, men of Charlotte, that town which has the 

honor of claiming the Mecklenburg Declaration of Independence. 
We welcome you, men of Newberne, the most of you here 

present, and whose city we have come to regard as a rival one, 
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We welcome you, men of Asheville, who come from the beautiful 
Swannanoa river, and who look down upon the rest of North 
Carolina, and to whom all of us delight to look up. 

We welcome you, men of Wilmington, the fair City by the Sea, 
' whose Fire Department is equal to any town in the South. 

We welcome you, men of Raleigh, who belong to the whole 
State of North Carolina. Wecan put Raleigh on an equal footing 
of any town in the South. 

We welcome you, men of Salisbury, the rustic old town that is 
keeping abreast of the times in its Fire Department. 

We welcome you, men of Durham, our sister town in the 
tobacco trade, that stands foremost in North Carolina. 

We welcome you, men of Goldsboro, the scene of your gallantry 
and bravery is where the firemen risk their lives. 


We welcome you, men of Reidsville, another of our good 


neighbors. 
We welcome you, men of Wilson, in progress and development. 


We welcome you, from wherever you may come, to the most 


beautiful and progressive town on God’s great earth, except your 
own town, of course. 


Secretary Griffith arose, and, on behalf of the Con- 
vention, called on President Green. 


RESPONSE BY PRESIDENT GREEN. 


fellow-Citizens of Winston-Salem: 

I tear that I have sovoften appeared in the role of responding to 
welcomes of the Fire Department, so generously tendered by the 
good people of North Carolina, that I am in danger of serving out 
my own welcome on these occasions. However, if my brethren of 
the gallant Fire Brigade insist on my performing this difficult but 
pleasant duty, they must take the consequences of any failure on 
my part to represent them properly before the country. One thing 
I think I can say certainly, that, in the progressive and beautiful city 
of Winston-Salem, we all feel at home, and are perfectly satisfied with 
the world and ourselves. And to you, sir, as the representative on 
this occasion of one of the noblest and most prosperous commu- 
nities in this State, permit me to express our unbounded gratitude 
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for your hospitality and kindness. But we did not need your 
~eloquent reception to assure us of the generous entertainment 
which we are to meet in this wonderful city. That is a fact which 
the brave firemen of North Carolina will always take for granted 
when they come to Winston-Salem. 

There may be doubts on the subject of the tariff, on silver, or on 
the Democracy of Cleveland and Hill. And even the Third Party 
and the railroad strikers may have given us anxiety in the past. 
But when it was said to the remen, you are to go to Winston-Salem 
for a share of your earthly comfort, instantly our minds were at rest, 
and we folded our arms in happiness and peace. For all around 
us are évidences of wealth, intelligence, patriotism and progress. 
The character of this city is written, not only on the faces of its 
people, but on the steeples of its churches, on the pillars of its 
schools, on its factories, stores and public streets. It is one of the 
Queen Cities of the State, and is as much celebrated for the beauty 
of its women as for the energy of its men. And in the midst of 
such a people, the Fire Brigade, always proud of the best and 
brightest in our glorious old State, feels a thrill of satisfaction and 
delight, and pitches its tent with gladness in this land of beauty, 
elegance and goodness. I will not speak to you, fellew-citizens, of 
our own record in the history of the State, nor tell you that where 
danger and suffering come, whether open or insidious, we are the 

‘defenders of your interest. You know this already. My duty now 
is to acknowledge your generous welcome, and in behalf of ail my 
comrades, and of every fireman in North Carolina, I do it gratefully 
and gladly. , 


The following address was then delivered by 


, HON. A. H. ELLER, of Winston: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

Lest our worthy Mayor should not have welcomed you heartily 
to this city, let me say that the men of the North Carolina State 
-Firemen’s Association of the Twin-City give you a double welcome. 

Your friends are many, your foes are but one. That foe is not a 
stranger in these fair cities. 


Oft has the fire king’s wild battalion 
Scaled walls and cap-stones high, 

And planted his flaming banners 
Against an inky sky. 
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There has not been the grandest army on this earth that can 
make a stand against the superior strength of the firemen of even 
a portion of our nation and the lofty character of our Firemen’s 
Association. There is: not to-day an organization that does as 
much for the public, without compensation, as the noble army 
ot Volunteer Firemen of North Carolina. 


He only is a true fireman whose heart burns with ardor to 
protect the lives and property of his city. The warmest heart 
that throbs, throbs beneath the fireman’s jacket. This is the only 
army that throws water instead of bullets, and thanks instead of 


tears. 


In your great work you set the world an example that if all men 
would use water as freely as firemen use it, you would realize that 
that strange thing, the temperance question, would be settled. | 
The first duty of a fireman, as I conceive it, is to obey the call of 
the bells. Your popularity with the ladies depends upon the 
manner in which you handle the hose. 


There is no organization, at least not any class of men, in whom 
sound discretion 1s so important as in the firemen. 


There are different kinds of fires, and there are different ways of 
handling them. For instance, fire of your lady’s eye; that cannot 
be extinguished; you must only take care you are not extinguished 
by it. 

Every fireman should learn as quickly as possible the origin of 
every fire. Itis well known that fires caused by friction are the 
most difficult to put out—friction, | mean, of heavy insurance 
policies against light stocks. These fires have to be fought long 
and hard, and by firemen alone, for the assured is always too much 
evercome with the thought of his terrible losses, to give you much 
assistance. 


Then there are fires produced by the educated rat. Every 
modern Fire Department should have an educated rat trap; they 
are more useful than the steam engine. It was thought that the 
modern steam engine was the most perfect machine that was ever 
invented by man to fight every obstacle, but it is but twenty-one 
years old, and now it has already disposition of bankruptcy. I 
hope the President will never let up on his views to give us tariff 
reform. Give the fire free coal and your business will not remain 


dry; every now and then you will be patronized, even on sugar. 
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Gentlemén of the Firemen’s Association of North Carolina, IJ 
don’t flatter myself to profess to understand the art of extending 
arms. One of the greatest of French teachers was once asked by 
a student, “Tell me what is the first requisite of an orator?” He 
said, “Action, action, action.” Firemen are not men of words, 
but men of action. 


If I have seemed to be sparing in my praise of you and your 
noble order, it is because orators and editors consider it unprofes- 
sional to give away panegyrics. We cannot afford to translate you 
to heaven free of cost; but 1 promise you this, that every one of 
you who gets killed in the daring exploits, which the ensuing con- 
tests promise, shall have the best funeral oration that I am able to 
make, and I bespeak for our friend, the Dazly Sendine/, that it, too, 
will give you an obituary notice free. 

Fire even is a common enemy, a destroyer of all. It comes like 
a thief in the night. It comes alike to rich and poor. We remem- 
ber in the bright glare of Thanksgiving day of 1892, the beautiful 
Zinzendorf, the pride and glory-of our cities, while laboring under 
the load and luxury of its thank offering was seized upon and fell a 
prey to the fangs of hell, whose red and flaming tungues lapped 
the very sky. But not in fable, but in fact, the beautiful Phoenix has 
arisen to take its place. We have much to be thankful for—and 
not the least of all our splendid Fire Department, our faithful 
firemen, brave sentinels of our cities, that keep watch and ward 
while others sleep. As we greet you with welcome, we, too leave 
off with that time-honored benediction—the sentiment of us all— 
may your coats be water proof; may your flesh be fire proof; may 
your bones be fracture proof; may your spirits be full proof. 


President Green announced that the meeting was now 
formally opened for business. 


The Secretary called the attention of the delegates and 
members to the display of Fire Supplies by Mr. J. d. 
Lambert, representing S. F. Haywood & Co., of New 
York, and Hose by Mr. Seckelman, representing The 
Eureka Fire Hose Co., also of New York, and sample 
Hose Couplings sent by W. J. Clark & Co., of Salem, 
Ohio, and a Chemical Fire Pail by Levi Lincoln, of 
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Worcester, Mass., and many other things which were 

on exhibition in the hall and hoped that when an 

opportunity presented itself they would be examined.

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REPORT OF OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 


President Green made the following report: 


PRESIDIGN TS Rison: 


It is with fervent thanks to an all wise Providence that another 
year is granted me of life and health to greet my brethren of the 
State Firemen’s Association, in meeting assembled. It is with 
gratified pride that I again address the noble band, which for this, 
the third time, acknowledged me its head, and with sincerest 
gratitude and pleasure that the gates of this most hospitable of 
cities are opened in welcome, as the grounds from which I can 
again offer you my greetings and ‘God speed.” It became my sad 
_duty when last addressing you to refer to this, our sister city, which 
then had but so recently felt the force of the fiery invader, and — 
whose beautiful structures and accumulations of wealth and 
elegance had been swept away, but I am rejoiced now to point 
with pride to the Phcenix-like rearings of her present grandeur 
from tbe smoking pile and fiery ruins; and how truly do the hearty 
words of welcome which we have just heard evidence to us the 
generous nature of Winston’s citizens, who, standing almost 
upon the ashes of her devastating conflagration, on hospitable 
thoughts intent, extend to us those courtesies that Winstonians 
know so well how to offer and firemen so well how to appreciate. 
And can a tribute be more fitly made or hospitality more worthily 
offered than by Winston-Salem to firemen? I should be derelict 
in my duty to you, as your President, did I not, in your behalf, as I 
now do, cordially and heartily acknowledge the courtesies, return 
thanks and offer the best wishes of this Association to the “Twin- 
City” for her continued and renewed progress and prosperity. 


Fellow-Firemen, it is not my inclination, nor on’this occasion do 
I deem it my duty, to weary you with statistics, which are already 
supplied you, and with which you are familiar, but will content 
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myself with tendering the Association my congratulations upon its 
advancement and increased development. And when we consider 
that our Association forms but an aliquot part of the great mem- 
bership of the National Association of Fire Engineers of the 
United States, and examine the proceedings of its twenty-first 
Annual Convention, held in the city of Milwaukee one year ago, 
we can then begin to realize the magnitude of our efforts as firemen 
and our heroism as men. Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
- the unselfish courage, loyalty and devotion of the firemen of our 
own State, volunteers of their own safety, health and lives, ever 
ready and anxious to imperil their all for others’ sakes, without 
thought of reward, glory or renown, but trained in that noble 
school in which alone is taught the thought of others, learning but 
to brave the dangers and bear the harm in every call to duty. I 
have long since learned to class the firemen in that category with 
the honest man, as ‘‘the noblest work of God.”’

I commend the recipients as justly meriting the tender considera- 
tion and sympathy of this Association. 


I suggest that our incoming Legislature be reminded, if 
necessary, of the continued existence of this our valiant body, 
should it be deemed advisable that further legislation is requisite 
in our behalf. 


I refer with much gratification to the advancement of my own 
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city in conducing to our cause and its own protection in the estab- 
lishment of a complete system of water works, comprising seventy- 
five fire hydrants, with a capacity of five streams through one 
hundred feet of hose, each, one hundred feet high. This, with the 
establishment of several Hose Companies, in addition to our own 
already organized Steam Engine Companies, renders our city as 
impregnable to the attack of the enemy as the courageous efforts 
of our brave laddies can make it, who, through me, extend to you 
their hearty greetings. 

In closing this my last official act as your President, permit me, 
in surrendering the trust with which you have honored me, to 
present my grateful acknowledgments of your confidence and 
highest appreciation of your kindly feeling. 


Before offering my official farewell to the Association, in which I 
feel such honest pride and whose welfare in all things is so dear to 
me, I must commend to your present thoughtful attention the 
activity, zeal and ability of your Secretary and Treasurer, whose . 
conscientious efforts in your behalf have added so largely to the 
advancement and high rank obtained by the Association in North 
Carolina. And while his heartfelt co-operation in all matters for 
the success of the Association cannot have escaped your attention, » 
yet, coming so clearly under my own observation in my official ’ 
connection, I can but congratulate you in the possession of so able 
and valuable an official, and trust that his future service may 
conduce to your continued advancement, as it has to your present 
prosperity.

trodden out, which being suffered, rivers cannot quench.”

report, as follows: 


Pee PARY AND TREASURER’S REPORT, 


Zo the Officers and Members of the North Carolina State Ftre- 
men's Association: 


GENTLEMEN—For the fourth time it becomes my duty, as your 
Secretary and Treasurer, to report to you the status of affairs at 
the end of this the sixth fiscal year of our organization. ; 


The past year has been a trying one to all classes; the whole 
country having been almost financially wrecked. Every branch of 
industry seemed destined. But Iam proud to report to you that 
our Association has more than held its own. Only one company 
has been dropped for non-payment of dues, though it seemed at 
times a great many more would not be able to comply by the time 
prescribed by our By-Laws for the payment of said dues. But like 
“firemen” they came to the scratch. The work laid out at the last 
meeting of the Association has been performed to the best of my 
ability, and what I considered for the best interest of the Associa- 
tion. | 

There was. a resolution passed at our last meeting instructing 
the President and Secretary and Treasurer to take action in regard 
to the payment of the Relief Fund to the proper parties, and to 
use any and all legal means to protect the Association in its rights. 


At the suggestion of our President, I consulted counsel, giving 
him a Synopsis of how a certain bill was introduced and passed 
both branches of the Legislature, and how changed in enrolling; 
being ratified as enrolled. Counsel consulted with the State 
Auditor, and they and myself agreed that the matter would be left 
until the meeting of the next Legislature, the Auditor at the same 
time agreeing that no warrants for the money would be issued 
until the matter was settled by the Legislature, and thus the matter 
stands. 

Another resolution: That a special committee of one be 
appointed by the President, whose duty it shall be to enter into 
negotiations with the two Companies reported as being in arrears, 
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and, if possible, to save them to our membership, and to restore 
them to good standing, thus making them entitled to benefits from 
which they are now debarred. 

Chief C. D. Benbow was appointed as this committee. 

Some time in the early part of the year I received a communica- 
tion from Mr. Benbow, saying he was called away from home, and 
would necessarily have to turn the matter over to me. 

I addressed the Secretaries of the two Companies, and am glad 
to report that one of them has reinstated itself and is now in 
good standing in the Association. I refer to the Albemarle Fire 
Company, of Elizabeth City. 

Still another resolution was adopted as follows: . 


hat the Association secure the services of some one of its 
members to visit all the Fire Companies not members of the Asso- 
ciation, and also the towns having no fire protection in the State, 
and, if possible, to interest them in the Association, and protection 
against fire, thereby securing their aid in building up our Assoc a- 
tion, and at the same time benefiting the Insurance Companies 
doing business in our State, and at the same time the property 
holders in the towns where they have previously had no fire pro- 
tection. 3 

Your humble servant was selected for such duty. After visiting 
such towns in the Western half of the State and not succeeding in 
doing a very great amount of what I thought the intention of the 
resolution was, I came to the conclusion it was an unnecessary 
expense, and too heavy for the Association to bear at this time, and 
instead for a while I tried the effect of corresponding with parties 
in such towns. I believe I did some good in some of the small 
towns, but I did not succeed in organizing any Companies, nor did 
J succeed in enlisting many Companies on the roll of the Associa- 
tion, as you see the expense was heavy for the amount of visible 
work done. 

There was one thing I ascertained by visiting these towns which 
are reported as having organized Fire Companies which will, in the 
future, prove a benefit to the Association, and, at the same time, ~ | 
the Insurance Companies. 

There are reported about sixty organized white fire companies in 
the State. I found that the majority of smaller towns that are 
reported as having fire companies are without any Organization 
or any protection whatever from fire. In a few I found old hook 
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and ladder trucks stuck back in some secluded place having the 
appearance of not having been used in a decade, and no organiza- 
tion of any kind pertaining to fire service. 


In such towns I found the interest entirely gone, and hard to 
arouse. In some of the larger towns where they had an organiza- 
tion and apparatus, I found them almost in every instance deat to 
the benefits to be derived from being members of the Association. 
The first objections generally offered was the cost of joining, and 
the annual dues. I performed this duty as best [ could while en- 
gaged in the work, and hope that some good results may yet come 
from it. 

Tam much gratified that I can report that all of the Companies 
have paid up their per capita tax for,the year but one, Fire Co. No. 
1, of Monroe. | 

After repeated notification of the time allowed by our By-Laws 
for the payment of this tax, nothing was heard from the above men- 
tioned company and they were dropped from the membership roll 
of the Association for ‘‘non-payment of dues.” 

I Lave enlisted four new companies during the year as follows: 

july 28, 1893—Howard Relief Fire Engine Company, Wilming- 
ton, 20 men. ; 

August Ist, 1893—Charlotte Fire Department, 6 men. 

August 28th, 1894—Womble Hook and Ladder Co., 7 men ; Cap- 
ital Hose Co., No. 3, 1 men, Raleigh. 

And also one member enrolled under Article 2, Section 4, of By- 
Laws, making the whole membership of companies in good stand- 
ing in the Association, 29. 

On account of elections and the changing of the Chiefs and Assist- 
ants in the several departments before the expiration of the time 
prescribed for the payment of the dues for such officers, it frequently 
happens that I fail to collect said dues. 

The following have not paid their dues for the past year : 

C. D. Benbow, Greensboro, N.C. 

There are 17 Chiefs aud 13 Assistants members of the Associa- 
tion. Some departments do not elect any Assistant Chief, hence 
_the difference, making the total membership of the Association, 
597 privates and 30 officers, a gain of ror over last year’s member- 
ship.

Making a total of $2,822.00 paid out of the fund since January 
28th, 1892, the date the first appropriation was received from the 
State, leaving a balance of $2,178.00 to the credit of the Relief 
Fund. 


We have had during the year some expense not heretofore in- 
curred, but which I feel sure you will agree with me is an advan- 
tage to and for the good of the Association. 


The first was the ‘‘certificates” of membership which was pur- 
chased at a cost of $15.00, and have been sent out to every com- 
pany in good standing in the Association. 


The second expense was the ‘‘ Championship Belt,” purchased at 
a cost of $50.00, and I suggest the same be offered under the rules 
governing championship hose races, with the following added to 
the rules governing such race: 

SEC. 11. That the Association, at its meeting previous to the 
time such Championship Race shall come off, shall elect three 
judges, one time keeper and one whose duty it shail be to take 
charge of the race under the above rules and report the result to 
the Secretary as soon as such race is over, 


.-I find in the Statistician’s report the membership of nearly all the 
Companies, who are members of the Association, recorded at one 
number, and wher I refer to the list furnished me on which dues 
are to be paid, a much less number. ~ 

I suggest Some action be taken by the Association whereby the 
Treasurers of the different Companies be responsible for the per 
capita tax on the whole number of the membership of such Com- 
panies. 

As we have an important work to do in the next Legislature, I 
suggest a committee of one from each Company, whose duty it 
shall be to consult with their respective Representatives and secure 
their aid and assistance in securing Legislation on behalf of the 
Association, and to act in conjunction with the Legislative Com- 
mittee. — 

Again it becomes my sad duty to report the death of one of our 
members. 

Chief J. B. Field, of the Greensboro Department, who died June

Ellis, of Newberne, and Mr. E. G. Parmelee, of Wilming- 
ton, to fill the vacancy in said committee. } 

The Association proceeded to take up the remainder 
of the Secretary's report. 

Some discussion arose as to the benefits to be derived! 
from traveling the State by some one selected by the p 
Association. It was agreed that good would come out of 
such work, and the Secretary was instructed to continue 
his work as per last year’s direction. 
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The old question of the per capita tax comes up and 
as discussed at great length, whether the Association 
will control the per capita tax, or whether the Company 
will do it. 

One member says: ‘‘Mr. Presidént, I have in my 
Company men who never go to a fire, they run no risk 
with a fire. We have them there if we get in a strait to 
help us; we have them there as honorary members. 
They are not members of the State Firemen’s Associa- 

etion [hey have no right in the world to receive any. 
benefit. We don’t reportthem tothe Association. They 
are members in good standing and they help us to live 
and survive and go through the dull season. They are 
not members of the State Firemen’s Association, and 
they are not entitled to any fees from the Association.” 


MoimeheavcNeil! moved sthat*the’ Secretary. read the 
resolution as adopted at the last meeting of the Associa- 
tion., Carried. 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this Convention that the per 
capita tax to the Association should be paid by Companies, and 
that the Company, through their proper official, is the proper judge 
as to the name of the beneficiary, and that the names as sent in 
from time to time by said Companies, shall be the proper benefi- 
ciaries. Provided, however, that they in no case exceed in number 
the number paid for for the current year.” 


President Green expressed his opinion that when the 
| $5.00 initiation fee was paid by a Company that Company 
or every member who comprised that Company was then 
entitled to benefits from the Relief Fund, and that his 
understanding of the law was that the Treasurer of the 
Companies should pay the per capita tax on every 
member on the roll of the Company, and the Secretary 
of the Association should be furnished with the names of 
the Company as a whole, and not those who felt inclined 


to pay the per capita tax. 
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Mr. McNeill could not agree with the President, and 
said the intent of the resolution was that when any 
member of a Company does not pay the per capita tax 
that member is not entitled to benefits. Only those who 
do pay in and whose names are furnished the Secretary 
of the Association are entitled to it. 

After a full and free discussion as to the meaning and | 
intent of the resolution, it was decided by again adopting 
the above resolution that no one was entitled to benefits 
from the Relief Fund except those who paid the per 
capita tax and whose names were on the books of the 
Secretary of the Association, and that the Secretary of 
each Company shall furnish the Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation a list of the beneficiaries in his Company as soon 
after the annual meeting of the Association as _ possible. 

On motion a committee of three, viz.: Chiefs J. W. 
Lamb, of Goldsboro, E B. Englehard, of Raleigh, and. 
E.G. Parmelee, of Wilmington, was appointed to prepare 
such amendments to our By-Laws as they may see 
proper, defining the intent of same in regard to the per 
capita tax, making the matter so plain that all may 
comprehend, and report the same to the Assotiation at 
its next session for consideration.

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INS MEMORIAM. 


ce oh BASCOM FIELD, Chief of the Greensboro Fire 
Department, died on June 11th, 1894. 


SeiieePASCOM FIELD, Chief of the Greensboro Fire Depart- 
ment, was born in the town of High Point, in the year 18—, 
where he resided until his removal to Greensboro, in the year 1884. 


It was his custom to use whatever of strength and energy he 
possessed to the comfort, pleasure and well-being of those around 
him, and here he recognized the Volunteer Fire Department as a 


‘channel through which he could serve his fellow-citizens to best 
advantage. Accordingly, he became a member of Greensboro 
“Steam Fire Engine Company, No. 1, on October 18th, 1886, and on 


November 3rd, 1886, he was elected by his Company to the 


- important position of Assistant Foreman, with duties prescribed, 
which he conscientiously performed at every fire. 


After the Eagle Hose Company, No. 7, was organized, and 


_. erected its reel house within a stone’s throw of Mr. FIELD'S 


residence, he took his dismissal from the Steam Fire Engine 
Company, No. 1, and joined the Eagle Hose Company, No. 7, 


remaining a member of this Company until his death on June 11th, 


1894. 


His cool head, quick perception and good judgment in times of 


_ danger and excitement, added to his popularity in the Department, 


made him at once the choice of thé citizens and of the Firemen to 
fill the position of Chief, which became vacant in January, 1894, 


and to this position he was immediately appointed, serving with 


credit to himself, and satisfaction to all parties interested, to the 


time of his death. 
¢ a ’ The horses of the Steam Engine Company were used to draw his 
remains to their last resting place. The whole Department were 


present to testify to the esteem and confidence in which he was © 
held, A more imposing or sadder spectacle is seldom the lot of 
any one to witness. Loving hands, used to obeying without 
question the commands of the now silent Chief, handled him 
tenderly, almost reverently; eyes, used to meeting danger face to 
face in thickest smoke and flame, now dimmed with blinding tears, 
and voices of strong men who had many a time answered aye, aye, 
sir, when commanded. by their Chief to take some dreaded and. 
dangerous risk to save a burning structure, now were tremulous 
and scarcely audible when answering ‘‘Amen” to the minister's 
prayer, All felt that a brave, true-hearted man had been promoted 
by the Almighty Chief from his sphere of usetulness here below to 
a better world of peace and rest. 

His Department felt that they had lost an efficient officer and this 
Association a member calculated to be of much value to its

Carolina State Firemen’s Association.

SECTION 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 


President, Vice-President, ‘Secretary, ‘Treasurer and), Statistician; me 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee, and will hold _ 


their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. . 


SEC. 2. The officers shall be elected at the annual meeting of the re 
Association by ballot, the successful candidate to receive a majority 


of all votes cast.

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_ SECTIONI. The members of this Association shall consist of the 

several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm Telegraph, and each 
regularly organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments 
of the State; said persons and Companies complying with the 
- provisions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association; 
all individual members of such Fire Company shall, also, by virtue 
of their membership in such Company, be members of this 
Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits of this 
Association, and the funds distributed by it, so long as said 
Company remains a member of this Association, and complies 
‘with the Constitution and By-Laws, and’ no longer. But should 
any member fail to pay his fro rata assessment, when called for, 
he shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 


SEC. 2. Any member Mnjured or made sick by disease contracted

DISABLED FIREMEN.

The General Assembly of North Carolina do Enact: 


SECTION I. That the sum of two thousand five hundred ($2,500) 
dollars be, and the same is hereby, appropriated annually, and shall 
constitute a Firemen’s Relief Fund, but in no case shall the said 
appropriation exceed one-half of the license tax levied and collectad 
by the State from Insurance Companies. 


SEC. 2. That the Treasurer of the State shall pay the amount 
constituting the Firemen’s Relief Fund to the Treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association on the warrant of the 
Auditor of the State. 


SEC. 3. That the money so paid in the hands of the Treasurer of 
the said North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known 
and remain as the Firemen’s Relief Fund of North Carolina, and 
. Shall be used as a Fund for the relief of Firemen, members of the 
Association, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of duty as Firemen, and for relief 
of widows’ children, and if there be no widow or children, then 
dependent. mothers of such Firemen killed or dying from disease 
so contracted in such discharge of duty, to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in 
accordance with the Constitution and By-Laws of said Association. 
And such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said 
Constitution and By-Laws shall be final and conclusive as to the 
persons entitled to benefits, and as to the amount of benefit to be 
received, and no action at law shall be maintained against said 
Association to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this 
Act, or under the Constitution and By-Laws of said Association; 
but if any officer or Committee of said Association omit or Renee 
to perform any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing Here 
contained shall be construed to prevent any proceedings against 
said officer or Committee to compel him or them to perform such 


duty. 
Sec. 4. The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
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Association shall give a bond to the State of North Aa eine with

Sec. 6. That any Firemen of good moral character in North 
Carolina, and belonging to an organized Fire Company, who will
